That the exasperating course pursued by
Mr. Bavrovr during the recess of Parila-
ment has not, liko the provocations given by
Mr. ForsTER, been followed by some savage
outburst of homlicidal rage, Is due to the ad-
mirable spirit evinced by Mr. O'BRIEN and
his fellow sufferers. In ordar to justify the
framers and enforcers of the Crimes sot it
was indispensable that Irlashmen should be
driven to reprisals before the House of Com-
mons should reassemble.

partly through voluntary concessions by
the Iandlords themselves. Thus it is now
patent that, from a moral polnt of view, Mr,
O'Briex and the other viotims of Mr. Bax-
rour's animosity committed no offence at
all in advising tenants to hold back renta
untll ‘a reasonabls compromiss oould be
effected.
| Bo far, then, as the Crimes act was Intend-
ed to prevent an equitable adjustment of
Irish rentals to values, it will have to be ac-
& total faflure. No less lagrant
5 the miscarriage of the measure as regards
ita second purpose, the extirpation of the Na-
tional League. By lmprisoning Its organ-
isers and leaders Mr, Banrous had expect-
ed to paralyze that great assoclation which
ut two general elections has returned five-
sixths of the Irish members of Parllament.
But as Mr, O'Briex points out, through the
Freeman's Journal, the Iriah Becretary has
not even suoceeded in extingulshing the
800 branches of the League which he has
proclaimed, while 1,500 other branches have
been loft intact. The new experiment in co-
erclon has, ke Mr. FORSTER'S, simply result-
od In demonstrating that, as Mr. O'Brizn
Says, you can only suppress the League by
suppreasing soclety, For the League ls the
community.

The Hanging of Driscoll.

DARIEL Dnrmoconu was hanged at the
Tombs yestarday morning, and we give else-
where a particular account of the exeoution.
What will be the effect produced by that de-
soription on the minds of the many thou-
sands who will read it with Intense Interest
as the most important neva of the day ?

The Commisslonars who lataly reportad to
the Leglalature In favor of changing the
method of carrying out the death sentenoce
say that the effoct of such reports is to make
heroes of murdesrers and to lessen the popt-
lar horvorof erime and ita punishment. They
would, therefore, have reatricted the news-
papers to-day to the bare announcement that
“ DARTEL DRIscoLn wis yesterday duly ex-
ecuted according to law " at such a prison.

The execution, too, would have taken place
on a day not previously announced, the sen-
tenos of the murderer having merely ap-
pointed a week during which he should have
been executed. The agent or warden of the
prison would have fixed the day without the
knowledge of anybody except the fow per-
sons whom he was directed to Invite ns wit-
nessss, Then Drmscons would have been
peatad in a chalr (n the prison yard, a current
of electriclty would have been sent through
his body, instantly kllling him, and after a
post-mortem examination the corpses would
have been handed owver for dlssection to a
hospltal or medical college, no rellglous sor-
vivea over it having been allowed.

From the time of his sentance to his death
Drmsoont would have besn kept in solitary
conflnement at a State prison, no one having
been allowed access to him without an order
of the Court, except the prison officers, his
lawyers, physician, priest, and the members
of his tamlily, He would, therefors, have dls-
appeared from the publio view as soon as he
was taken to the prison, and when he was
killed the public would only have been told
that the work was done.

Now, whloh method of exsoution would
have fixed on the public mind a greatar hor-
ror of the crime of murder and its punish-
{shment—the hanging of DRISCOLL, as re-
ported by the newspapers to-day in all lta
dreadful detal’, or the secreot killing of the
oondemned man, as these Commissioners
advise ?

As it is, the attention of the whole public
is fastened on that awful scene in the jall
yard of the Tombs, and the banging of
DrmooLL carries ta terrible lesson to every-
body. If he had been put to death in secret
and only the fact that he was dead had
bean announeced, the vccurrence would have
madea little impression, and the great moral
effect of the execution of the extreme pen-
alty of the law would have been lost.

It is an awful thing to take the lifeof a
man in vindioation of the Iaw,and if it Is
done, It should be so done that all the peo-
ple may be made to shudder at the sacrifloe,
and to look on it as an event of supreme
public importanoce.

The New York Central’s Tracks Through
New York City.

The recsnt determination of the managers
of the New York Centra! Rallroad system to
depress the tracks under their control north
of the Harlam River, and the acceptance of
their plans by the Park Department, have
revived interest In a question of raliroad con-
struction that had long eince passed out of
view. Thisquestion gave rise toa great deal
of discussion and not a little sharp criticism
when it was up before, and at this distanos
we are able to ses who were right, who wrong,
and to trace all the consequences of the
errors of judgment that were committed in
the past.

It will be remembered that when the Grand
Central Depot was bulit the Harlem Rallroad
within the olty limits was a surface road.
The territory passed over was thinly settied,
the trains were comparatively few, and the
urgency for depressed tracks was not felt.
But the city was growing northward,
and after the new depot was completed
and the Hudeson River road added ita
trains to ¥the traffic of the two other
roads Fourth avenues began to be a lively
place for eensations, Every few days a
horse or & man would be knocked over.
A cry then rose for the depresslon of the
tracks., Commodore VANDERBILT heard,
and the City Fathera heard also, and there-
upon they concocted a plan by which the
road was to be deprossed, the rallroad topay
balf and the city the other half of the cost.

The plan was not universally belleved to
be good. It was very commonly thought
that the depresalon was not sufficlent, and
there were even those who held that not
only should the bed of the road be carrled
lower, but that the depression should extend
even into the depot. It was reported at the
time that & competent englneer offered to
shore up the walls of the bullding for some~
thing llke $125,000 or $1560,000, 8o that the in-
terior could be excavalsd to the needed
depth. But the offer was not acvepted, all
critolam was disregarded, and the wark of
construction or reconstruction went on In
socordance with the original plans, Itisin
order now to examine the result,

Lot us walk up the Fourth avenue from the
Forty-seoond street depot, and observe the
effect of time and development upon what
might have been by this time about the fin-
est thoroughtare Ln the city. It is the broad-
est of all our avenues, and where it runs over
the old tunnel onder Murray HIil, below
Forty-second street, It/ shows by Its ocostly

and elegant dwellinge that & rallroad under’

o street 18 not necessarlly an Injury to prop-
erty. Then follow the avenue northward,
and perhaps we shall soe the same leason en-
forced, The first impresslons are not favor-
able. As we leave the depot we flnd our-
selves threading our way among factories
and ipstitutions of one kind and another
that were Jocated there  because
the ground was cheap. We find,
too, much to the detriment of the dwelling
housa property on the Iateral strests oross-
ing Fourth avenue, that there is no crossing
for vehicles, only foot bridges reached by
stone stepa spanning the rallway. Btreet
after street is passed in this annoylng way,
untll we reach Mifty-sixth street, nearly
three-quurters of & mile from the lower end
of the depot. Here we come to the first
paved atreet crossing for vehlcles; and here,
it I8 to be presumed, we shall begin to dis-
cover the advantages of o burled railroad.
But such & crossing! A man slx feet tall
and wearing a bigh hat, if standing on the
sldewalk on one elde of the avenue, might
seo the top of a slmilar hat at a lke sleva-
tion on the other sidewalk. But he would
have to stand on Uptos. The Is n
perfect arch, up one side of which vehioles
olib painfully, and down which, on the
other slde, the driver of an omnibus or stage
coach might fiud it neopssary to apply his
brakes with a pretty firm hand. In
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Fourth avenuo at a comparatively modsrata
grade; but theso are the exceptions. The
rule s precipltous crossings, and there are
places on the avenue between the Isteral
strests where the pavements, from the sky-
fighta of the so-called tunnel down to the
curb, are 8o steeply Inclined that no prudent
driver would esaay thoe passage even In the
best of woather.

One would not look to ses property greatly
benefited by this kind of work. Certalnly,
were & man to look for svidences of any such
resulta on the Fourth avenue, he would be
grievously dlsappointed. Turn your eyes
away from the ridge of little volecanoes with
smoking craters at the summits which we
call indifferently Fourth avenue, Park ave-
nue, or some other name, and obeerve the
condition of the bulldings on alther elde,
Bome simpleton bullt a block or two of
brown-stone dwelling houses facing the
avenue at one partioular ssction where the
conditions seomed most favorable sav-
eral years ago, but that was the end
of the experiment. Here an armory, there a
school bullding, and at other places an in-
stitution of some kind, surrounded by abun-
dant open spaces, serve to fill in & few of the
blocks along a distance of several weary
miles. But generally, except the cormer
lots, the ground Is unoccupled, and the
dwellings on these corner lots always face
to the lateral stresta and present thelr bare
briok sides to the avenus. Bestween them,
attractive possibly to washerwomen, the eye
of the pedestrian, roaming through all the
areas, seca hung out to dry the washed linan
of the Inhabitants living on the blocks ex-
tending to the Madison avenue rear fronts
on one aide, and the corresponding fronts of
the Lexington avenue dwellings on the other.

Now, judging from the plans adopted for
thedepression of the Harlem road north of the
Harlem River, everything is prepared to du-
plicate the conditlons to be witnessed on the
Fourth avenue. The depression on Rallroad
avenus (s to be tan feet deap. This will give
an opportunity for an indefinite extension of
the Fourth avenue ridge northward, for it Is
reasonably certain that the day will come
when the converslon of the cut into a tunnel
will be demandad, and the work will require
an additional elght or ten feet to reach the
necessary strest lovel. The disaster in this
caso need not bequite o great as it hasbeen
on the Fourthavenue. Thegradeof thelateral
gtreata could be ralsed In advance to anticl-
pate the future. It will require many mil-
lions of cuble yards of earth to fill In the land
up to the grade of Rallroad avenus, as it
will be If completed on the plans now in
view; but it is to be presumed that the soil
can be found somewhers. The fllllng in
should extend several hundred feet each side
of the avenue, and even then the thorough-
fare would still be along & ridge. But it will
be better so than the Fourth avenua Is now.

It is claimed by the officers of the Park
Department, speaking by inspiration, It Is to
be presumed, that the depresslon of the rall-
road at the north end Ils made with a view
to bullding & tunnel under the Harlem
River. A man would never suspect it. He
would suspect, rather, that It was made with
a visw to maintalning the bridge. The
water at low tide In the improved channel
will be in the nelghborhood of iwenty feet
deep. It will be necessary to leave several
feat of earth between the bottom of the
stream and the roof of a tunnel, and this, if
the work be not made before the channel Is
deepened, will carry the roadbed to a depth
of more than forty fest below the surface.
Fitty feot to the roadbed is the loast caloula-
tion that can reasonably be made; and to
make preparations for sending trains under
the river at this depth they begin by de-
presaing the road ten feet. From the bot-
tom of this depresslon tralns can reach the
bridge by & much easler grade than they
would be compelled to use to reach the bot-
tom of a tunnal.

But a gquestion is ralssd on the ability of
the rallroad managers to maintaln a bridge
acroes the Harlem River after the channel
has been improved. The franchise under
which the bridge was constructed was de-
nived from the State, and It was declded a
bhalf century or more ago that the consent of
a Btate to cross o navigable stream was not
sufflolent. There I8 not a bridge across
the Harlem, whether owned by & rallway
corporation or the city of New York, which
will not be compelled to run a gauntlet in-
stituted by tugboat captains and other sea-
faring men a8 soon as the channel s open
for passage from the North to the East River;
and if a United Btated Court hits this rall-
road bridge it 18 not llkely that Congreas will
come forward to bind up its wounds, It will
have to go; the tralns will be compelled to
soek a passage under the river, and they
would find it much more convenlent from
the bed of & twenty-foot dopreaslon than
from ons of only ten feet.

The Park Department Is not held entirely
blamslees for the makeshift plans which
have been made for this Improvement. Itis
belleved that the Commisaloners, unwittingly
perhaps, have allowed themselves to sanc-
tion & policy which has been adopted by all
the rallroads terminating on the harbor of
New York. Itisa polioy which leads their
managers to make all thelr terminal and
other improvements here at the least possi-
ble coset, and to expend all the monsy that
they can ralse in extending their Western
connections. It may be a good enough policy
for the railroads from the competitive point
ol view, but It subjects the citizens of
New York to many inconveniences and some
very heavy losses, Had the dopressed road,
or tunnpel, or whatever it may be called, on,
under, or above Fourth avenue, besen prop-
erly constructed, the property adjacent to
the improvementa would have shown many
additional milllons In valus st this time,
Twonty years hence a almilar remark should

not be in order'in reflecting on the improve-
ments at the north end of the clty.

An Iniguitous Bill,

The whole machinery of our municipal
Government is regulated by what s known
us the Consolidated act, chapter 410 of the
Laws of 1882. It I8 & complex, diffuse, and
lneecurate codification of the wvarious mu-
nlcipal laws affecting the olty of New York.

A bill to amend one of the sesessment pro-
vislons of this Consolidated act has been In-
troduced in the Assembly by Mr. Bura, and
has been recommitted to the Commities on
Affairs of Cities. Under cover of law, Mr,
BHEA'S blll contemplates a grave wrong o
the landowners of this county,

The law as it slands to-day provides that
no assessmeont shall be vacated by reason of
any omisslon to advertise, or Irregularl-
ty in sdvertlsing, any resolution suthoris-
ing the work, or for proposals to do the
work, or for any frregularity or tech-
nicality. This provision Is all very well,
for it was enacted to guard against the
wholesale vacating of assesaments by assess-
ment lawyers on purely techolcal and luma-
terial grounds based on merely formal errors
in procedure. But Mr, BEms seeks now to
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or department thereof, to acquire titls to the
street or avenue to which sald assesament
ahall relats, provided, however, that said
streot or avenue shall have been Usdloatad to
publio use, or shall have been used as a pub-
lio street or avenus or highway for upward
of five ysars, and any ordinance adopted for
such local improvement shall be presump-
tive evidenoe of such dedication or use."”

In other words, If the roadbed of a project-
ed street belongs to an Indlvidual oitizen, an
assessmant may be levied for work done
wrongfully by the elty upon or along the In-
choats street, and the passing of an ordl-
nance by the Common Council aball be ovi-
dence that the land does not belong to lta
owner, The olty may thus commit a tres-
pass on privats property, as by Iaying plpes
along & private rond, nsscss tho owner to
make him pay for the laying of the pipes,
and deprive him of his property by elting
against him the ordinance passed by the clty
itaalf directing the work to be done!

Buch an enactment would be an outrage on
Justice. It would, of course, be unconstitu-
tional, but it should be killed in ita inception
without making an appeal to the courts neo-
essary o defeat such Inlquity.

Next Winter’s Opera.

This winter's ssason of German opera at
the Metropolitan Opera House has proved to
be 8o unsatisfactory, financlally, that the di-
reotors hesitate to undertake another one.
They say that the asscesment of $2,600
per box last winter barely met the difference
between receipts and expenses, while this
winter, owing to an average decrease of $800
in the receipts for each performance, and
notwithstanding an increased revenue from
other sources, a slmllar $2,600 assessment
will be Insufficlent.

They therefore submit to the stockholders
the following three disagreeable propositions :
1, to give no opera next winter, in which cass
there will bs an assssament of $1,000 per
box to meet taxes, interest, and repalrs; 2, to
give German opera agaln, In which case
the asscasment will be $3,200 per box; or,
8, to give Italian opera at some unknown
oost, which will, however, certalnly exoeed
the cost of German opera. In the interest of
the musical publle it is to be hoped that the
stockholders will desplse the expense, and
give at least German opera, but nobody can
blame them for not doing it.

The opera Is the most expensaive luxury of
clvilization, requiring as it does the combina-
tion of the best talent in all the fine arta, In
London, it has already been abandoned as
too costly, while In Paris, Berlin, 5t. Poters-
burg, and other great European capitals, It
goea on only by the ald of the Government.
Tosupport it adequately here, from the sale
of seats alone, would require the present
high prices to be more than doubled, which,
of coures, is not to be thought of.

The question is to be decided by the stock-
holders to-morrow.

It is gratifying to know that the Republi-
eana of that very doubtful Btate, Yermont, are
thoroughly aroused, and engaged In the manu-
facture of Republican eclubs, There seems to
be a wida-spreading bellef that, with proper
effort.

THE LAYE WALTER K GIDSON.

The oareer of Walter M. Gibson, whoes
death at Ban Franecisco was reported yosterday,
wis like a romantio chapter of the sixtesnth
contury, where adrenture and surprise were
nlmost the rule of life. It 1a sald that he waa
born In Bouth Carolins, but it was In this
olty that he grew up to manhood. His mother
kept m littls shop on the Blxth avenue, and the
circumstances of his youth were sxceedingly
limitad. We made his asquaintance about
1850, when he appoeared to be a man of 85 or 40,
Hohad procured a schooner and erew and was
going around the world, with a view sapacially of
vislting the Islands of the Bouth S8ea snd the
Malay Archipolngo, and he desired to be en-
gagoed as a correapondent, to send ascountas of
strange and wonderful things that he might
banpen upon. He was evidently a very elaver
and intelligent man, and we agreed to take
whatever carreapondance he might sond, and
to pay for all that should be printed. Under
thia agreemant the first lattor that we recelved
from him was written on thin paper, and very
much orumpled. It was dated from & prison In
Batavia, In the Duteh Enst Indles, and It
brought the information that he was confined
there on a charge of having organized a rebel-
lon among the Malayaof Java, Tha letter was
written, he sald, to be thrown over tha prison
walls, enclosed Ins hollow bullet of lend. He
was almost without friends in Batavis, except
the one who was to recelve the bullet and mall
{ts contents to New York, and he hooed that his
case would be brought to the notice of the
publio in this country, so that the Government
of the United Btates might take some Intorest
in {t, and make aome effort tosave him from
being treated with Injustice In his trinl which
was approaching.

The next we heard of Mr. Gibaon was his ap-
poaranos in Naw York city somes months after-
ward, When the trial came on, the Malay wit-
peskrs, on whom the Duteh authorities were
relylng for evidenoce against him, eould not ap-
pear. They had all beon drowned while oross-
ing some sound of the Archipelago In a boat,
Aflaw of wind had suddenly struck the boat
and eapalzed her, The witnesses and the mili-
tary guard that wers on board were all lost,
save only the steersman. who escaped: and It
was suapected that he had given the boata
sudden twist, as & means of rescuing the friend
of the Mulays and the enemy of the Dutch from
the danger which theso witnesses might sub-
ject him to in his trial

Thua the cnse against him failed, and he had
to be releassd. He made his way to this coun-
try, and his claim for damages against the
Dutel Government was taken up by the Btate
Department, and finally resulted, {f we do not
alstake, after saveral years, in the payment to
him of asum of monay as Indemnity for his
lossen npd Imprisonment.

Moanwhils the uncomfortable relationsof the
Mormona toward the United States Govern-
ment had suggested the idea of transporting
them to some unoccupled Island of the Paciflo,
and Mr. Gibson went to Balt Lake City for ths
purposs of urging this polloy upon Brigham
Young. His purposs was to tnke them to New
Gulnen in sufeclent force to establish, in some
healthy und favorable part of that great island,
a colony strong enough to reaist the attacks of
the natives. Arriving at Salt Lake City, It Is
sald that be found it convenlent to become &
Mormon himself, as o method of advaneing his
scheme: but Young had fixed his attention
upon the Bandwich Islands as more suitable
for the Salnts, and he sent Glbson there to ex-
plore and report. At least thia {s the repre-
sentation which the Mormons had givon of the
mattor, but we have never known Mr, Gibson
to admit that it was correct. Howover that
may be, his visit to Honolululed him to pur-
chase the {sland of Lanal, not for the Mormons,
but for himself; and he settled there as a sugar
planter, without deing anything more toward
carrying out the projsctof Mormon emigration,

In the Bandwich Islands he hasever since
reslded, and some elght or ten years ago he
rose to the dignity of Prime Minister, and had
sinos goveroed the countryinthe name of King
Ealakaua untll a fow months sinos, when ho
was ousted by a rislng of the most prominent
oltizons of the kingdom, led, of course, by nat-
uralized foreigners, princlpally Americans.
We have been told that this event was due toa
quarrol with Mr., Claus Bpreokels, the sugar
man of Ban Francisco, and very likely it {s true,
Bliortly after his downfall Mr, Gibson came to
the United Btates, and he has aince remained
in Ban Franclspo suffering from oconsumption,
which has now finally terminated his Wfe, He
laaven to his helrs & fortune estimated at
milllon, though when he left New York for
Utah the value of his possessions must have
bean very small,

Mr, Gibson was & man of remarkable char-
acteristies, as this sketch of his history suff-
clently Indicates. He was quick, intelligent,
detormined, adventurons, cordlal. of pleasant
manners, agrecable conversation and [rlendly
qualities, And yet this whole story of adven-
ture and fortuns has oceurred in this prosals
nineteenth oantury, and very much of it amid
the commonplace monotony of civilized gov-
ernments,
